Does any sane human being who knows the 
history of tariff manipulation doubt what the 
result would be? Is there the faintest shadow 
of question that organized plutocracy would 
seize upon all the machinery of national authori- 
ty? That all the billions and billions that Wall 
street controls. would take possession and keep 
possession of this Government? That it would 


‘make Presidents. and congresses and courts and 


rule the country by the sheer brute force of 


| money? 


To make it certain that protected industries 


will redouble their efforts to control the Govern-| 


ment the Progressive platform promises a tariff 
commission which is: to “elicit information” and 
“prescribe a uniform system of accounting for 
the great protected industries.” In other words, 
it is to pry into all the secrets of protected in- 
dustry, and to retain even its legitimate trade 
secrets protected industry must and will own 
the commission. 

This is the first platform in American history 
that ever recognized industrial monopoly as a 
legitimate object of governmental supervision. 
The National banks have a monopoly of the is- 
suing of currency; that is the excuse for their 
existence. So the industrial corporations are to 
be regulated, supervised and dealt with as the 
National banks are dealt with. The railroads 
are National monopolies, so the industrial cor- 
porations are to be dealt with as the railroads are 
dealt with. Along with this monumental pro- 
gram of centralization goes “effective Govern- 
ment supervision and control” of all the “artifi- 
cial causes” that affect the cost of living, what- 
ever these causes may be. 


Thus all the great agencies of finance, of 


transportation, of trade, of commerce, and of in-' 


dustry are to be brought under the authority 
of the Federal Government, with all the tremen- 
dous burden of public and private taxation falling 
upon the producing and consuming masses. 

As the Federal Government can by virtue of 
its power over ivational banks take possession of 


such a bank and appoint a receiver to adminis- 


ter its affairs, sq the Federal Government is to 
be empowered to appoint a receiver for any in- 
dustrial corporation whenever the bureaucracy 
at Washington so decrees. 

As the Federal Government by virtue of its 
control over railroads as natural monopolies 
can regulate rates, 80 the Federal Government is 
ultimately . to fix the price of manufactured ar- 
ticles. As the regulation of railroad rates affects 
the wages of railroad employes, so must the fix- 
ing of industrial prices regulate the wages of in- 
dustrial employes. 

As the Federal Government in the process of 
regulating banks and railroads recognizes, le- 
galizes and enforces their monopolistic privileges, 
so the Federdl Government is to regulate, ‘le- 
gelize and enforce the monopolistic privileges of 
all trusts and corporations which it undertakes 
to supervise. 

Fortunately there is little possibility that this 
i far-reaching scheme of centralized despétism will 
b. adopted next Tuesday at the polls: but that it 
should be put forward with almost religious fer- 
vor by a great political party, led by the only 
living ex-President of the United ‘States, is a 
matter of the utmost public concern: 

Under this program of capyfision, and regula- 
tion, Capital is sure to control the Government as 
the slave oligarchy was to control it under a 
policy of legalization and restriction. Property 
always controls government when government goes 
into partnership with property, because. property 





| has the resources and fixity of purpose by which 


government can be controlled. Out of this plutoc- 
racy must come a permanent class of capitalists 
and permanent class of laborers. 

All the small producers must inevitably be 
eliminated. With their elimination must go all 
opportunity for the man in the ranks to fight his 
way to an independent livelihood. 

The greatness and glory of the American peo- 
ple have been achieved under a a system of law 
that recognized no divine rignt in government. 
This nation has been built up on a system of law 
that properly distrusted too much government. 
It has been built up on a system that was but- 
tressed in individual independence and inaividual 
responsibiiity. It has been buut up on @ system 
of law that ¢-*ned crimes and punished the 
guilty, that recogn zed gu as personal; not on! 
a system of law that made government’ the tutor, 
the guardian, the special providence of every 
citizen. It has been built up on a system of 
law that made the republic opportunity and left 
every man free to make tae most of'his life with- 
out let or hindrance from constituted authority.

Russia’s Growth. ~ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Russians are the wonder-building racé of 
the universe and the latest Russian Year Book 
is the diary thereof. England tried Russia bait- 
ing during the Crimean War and English trade 
has never recovered its place in Russia. 

For 1910 exports into Russia were: Germany, 
445,961,000 roubles or 46 per cent; England, 153,- 
547,000 roubles or 16 per cent; Unitéd States, 73,- 
$94,000 roubles or 7 per cent; France, 
roubles. 

Between 1900 and 1910 Germany gained in ex- 
perts to Russia one and one-half times the 
whole exports from England and three times the 
whote exports from the United States for the 
same period. Germany’s exports to Russia more 
than doubled between 1900 and 1910.

In a half developed hill country a 
few agricultural side lines may mein 
the difference between farming at a 
loss or at a profit.

NATURE IS BEST 
LIBRARY, © : 

Former English Premier Says in Address 


That He Doubts Effacy of 
the ‘‘Best Books.’’

LONDON, Nov. 2.—Lord Rosebery made a speech 
at Peebles, when he was presented with the free- 
dom of the city, which has caused much comment 
among promoters of public libraries. His re- 
marks had particular significance to his Peebles 


audience for not long ago Andrew Carnegie, the 
greatest giver of libraries made a speech in 
Peebles on thrift and the benefit to be derived 
from books. Lord Rosebery said: 
“IT have spent my life opening libraries. I am 
wearied to death of libraries. I live in them. 
“You have the best library the world can offer 
in the natural beauties of yous county. For the 
formation of character the glories of nature are 
better than any books. 

“I suppose some people would say that the 
standard books are those lists of the hundred best 
books that competent gentlemen are realy to fur- 
nish on the slightest possible occasion. The only 
doubt, on reading the lists, is whether the fur- 
nishers have always read the books. 

“Lord Acton furnished a list of a hundred books 
that he wished his son to read, and we all rushed 
to this list. We found that it consisted of a hun- 
dred books mostly German, almost entirely theo- 
legical, none of which I had ever heard of before. 
We always feel a lurking doubt whether it was not 
a joke which Lord Acton bequeathed to us. 

“I firmly believe that if a man, in his honesty 
and conscience, proceeded to read the hundred 
best books in any list right through he would 
never, wish to read anything again. I believe that 
the best literature.is the literature you can as- 
similate and can digest.”

1000 DELEGATES TO COME 





Small Man in Business to Be 
Center of Discussion at Ses- 
sions at Planters. 





The “small man” in business will 
be the center of attraction at the 
first annual convention of the Na- 
tional Federation of. Retail Mer- 
chants, which will be held in the 
Planters Hotel three days and nights, 
beginning Nov. 19. 

More than 100,000 retail merchants 
have received invitations to attend 
the convention, and nearly 200 states 


and ‘division associations of -retail 
merchants will send delegates. Fully 
1000 delegates are expected. The 
convention will be unique in that 
there will be no banquet connected 
with {t. An invitation is extended to 
the general public to attend. 

The “high cost of living” will come 
in for a general discussion and the 
parcels post will be taken up. United 
States Senator Jonathan Bourne of 
Oregon, who is the father of the par- 
cels post bill, will speak for it, and 
the retailers will talk against it. 

Nagel to Talk on Trusts. 

The relation between the retailer 
and the “small man” in business, to 
the jobber, manufacturer and whole- 
saler, will be brought out. Although 
both wholesale and retail merchants 
are members of the National Feder- 
ation, the association was organized 
primarily for the benefit of the 
“small man,” the store keeper who 
conducts his business on a capital of 
a few hundred dollars. 

Charles Nagel, Secretary of Com- 
merce and Labor, has accepted an in- 
vitation to speak on the _ proposed 
amendments to the Sherman law. “A 
Message From Canada”’ is the subject of 
a talk to be made by E. M. Trowern, 
Dominion Secretary of the Retail Mer- 
chants’ Association’ of Canada. The 
tentative program “adopted by the di- 
rectors shows subjécts to be discussed as 
follows: 

“Relation Between the Manufacturer, 
Wholesaler, Jobber and Retailer,” ‘‘The

Menace,” and the “Future of the Small 
Town.”’

Keep on swatting! 

Health Commissioner Starkloff says 
the winter fly needs swatting just as 
much as the summer fly. They are not 
as numerous as they were in the sum- 
mer, but one fly can carry a lot of 
microbes. So keep on swatting! 

There is even greater reason now for 
keeping up the swatting campaign. 
Killing a fly now is the same as kill- 
ing many flies next summer, because 
the flies born in October are the pro- 
genitors of the flies that are mn. in 
the spring.

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CHIEF SURPRISED 
MORE DIDN’T DIE 


Berlin Hotel Fire Trap of Worst 
Type, He Says—*“Should 
Have Had Fire Escapes.” 


“How so few persons lost their 
lives in this fire is more than I can 
understand,” Chief Swingley said to 
Post-Dispatch - reporters yesterday 
while on an inspection tour of the 
ruins. . “It is certainly a fire trap of 
the worst type and no intelligent per- 
son could deny it after looking about 
these rooms and hallways. 

“It would be pretty hard to find a 
bullding of worse construction. 
Buildings of this type, the third 
¢lass, are not suited. for hotels, 
schools or other uses where large 
humbers of persons are likely to be 
housed. 4 

“I should say the guests found 
considerable trouble wheh they left 
their rooms in these smal hallways. 
I think the halls explain why so 
many got to the windows and began 
using the ropes or making prepara- 
tions to jump. 

“The fire escape is badly located, 
entrance to it being through a bath- 
room, the door of which likely was 
closed.”’ : 

The chief was astonished at the 
meager construction between floors 
and in the partitions which separated 
ithe rooms.

All that separated the 
tiers of rooms were lath and plaster, 
the joist and  seventh-eighth-inch 
flooring boards. 

Chief Swingley declared a building 
of this size should be equipped with 
at least five escapes. 

Bullding Commissioner McKelvey 
said St. Louis was “in-a bad fix’’ re- 
garding hotel buildings of the third 
class because of a poor State law, 

He said the Berlin Hotel, a three-story 
third-class building could, under the 
law, operate without fire escapes, the 
law tequiring that rooms be equipped 
with ropes only. He said it was his 
policy to try to induce hotel keepers 
with three-story buildings to provide 
iron escapes.

Women were prominent in the pro- 
cession, many of the autos being driv- 
en by femininé chauffeurs and in near- 
ly every car a woman rode who was 
kept busy preventing enthusiastic lit- 
tle boomers for the amendment from 
tumbling out as they leaned over the 
edges of the car waving flags and yel- 
ling to men on the curb: .“Give us @ 
chance! We'll grow up some day and 
do something for you-if you will vote 
for us.”’ 

One of the banners said: “Let us get 
started.’’ Others were: “We want to 
hurry up—don’t stop us.” “Don't be 
fussy—help us out.” ‘Please let us go 
to school.” “‘We want to save a year 
on the other end.” ‘‘What’s the use of 
waiting?” and many other witty and 
humorous appeals to the voters, 

It was a great day for the youngsters.

‘The 
black magic of campaign funds’’ can- 
not work these miracles. 

The Government at Washington 
has not in half a generation been 
conducted from the point of view or 
by the counsel of the nation as a 
whole, but by the advice and with 
the consent of those who have ex- 
torted special favors from it, a very 
small number of persons with their 
own objects constantly in view, it 
may be unconscious of their selfish- 
ness, certainly unconscious of the in- 
terests of the vast majorities-whém 
they ignored in their scheme of pros- 
perity.

ATTEND FUNERAL 


President, Senators, Congress- 
men, Supreme Judges Pay 
Final Tribute. 


Private Ceremonies at Home Are 
Followed by Exercises in 
Great Church. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch 
UTICA, N. Y., Nov. 2.-—With simple 


impressive ceremonies, the body of 
Vice-President James §. Sherman was 
laid away this afternoon, in a crypt 
within a mausoleum in Forest Hill 
Cemetery. 

Under a canvas cover that 
served as a shield against a chill 
November wind, were gathered the 
Sherman family, President Taft, mem- 
bers of his Cabinet, Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court, Sena- 
tors and members of the House of 


Representatives and a few intimate 
friends and business associates of the 
late Vice-President, while without, ¢ 
thrang that had assembled to pay a 
final tribute stood reverently until 
the strains of “Asleep in Jesus” 
which marked the conclusion of the 
services had died awegy. 

President Taft listened with bowed 
head and tear-dimmed eyes as Dr. 
M. W. Stryker, President of Hamil- 
ton College read the brief committal 
service and the Rev. Louis H. Hold- 
én, pastor of Christ Church, of which 
Mr. Sherman was & member, offered 
prayer. 

Two Funeral Services. 

Early in the day there had been 
private services at the Sherman 
home and public obgsequies at the 
First Presbyterian Church, both of 
which were attended by the Presi- 
dent. 

The special train bearing the na- 
tion’s Chief Executive and party ar- 
rived in Utica at 1:30 o’clock and the 
President at once went to the late 
Vice-President’s home to offer his 
sympathy to Mrs. Sherman and oth- 
ers of the bereaved family. He re- 
maineg for the services there, which 
were conducted by Dr. Holden, and 
then went to the church, where the 
funeral services were held. 

Crowds began to gather in the vi- 
cinty of the church befofe noon and 
when the doors were finally opened 
the largé auditorium, with its spa- 
clous galleries, was quickly filled, 
except those seats which had been 
Set apart for the members of the 
family, President Taft and the Con- 
gressional party, Government offi- 
cials and tntimate friends ef the Vice- 
] President. . 

Police Cleared Streets. 
Details of police and firemen who 
weré oh hand to keep the crowds in 
check had difficulty in. clearing the 
streets for the expected cortege, 
which had formed at the Sherman 
home, 

The congressional party were among 
the earliest arrivals’ and they were 
followed by the President and those 
who had called on Mrs. Sherman with 
him. ‘The President occupied a seat 
in the center aisle of the church and 
with Him sat Attorney-General Wicker- 
sham, Secretary Nagel of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, former 
Vice-President Fairbanks and Chair- 
man Hilles of the Republican National 
Committee. Immediately in their rear 
were seated Justices Hughes and Pit- 
ney of the United States Supreme 
Court, Senators Crane, Curtiss, Lippett, 
Penrose, Oliver, Bacon, Works and 
O’Gorman, Secretary Bennett of the 
Senate and Representatives Dalzell, 
Calder, Jones, Wright, Fairchild and 
other members of the National House 
of Representatives. 
| The casket, covered with violets and 
lilies of the valley, was borne into the 
church at 2:30 o’clock and following it 
came Mrs. Sherman in heavy mourn- 
ing, leaning on the arm of her son, 
Richard. She was accompanied by 
other members of the Sherman family. 

Church Service Short. 

Religious services conducted by Pres- 
ident Stryker were as limited in extent 
as it was possible to make them. They 
consisted of scriptural readings and a 
few words of appreciation and a prayer 
by Dr. Stryker, all closing with a bene- 
diction by the Rev. R. W. Brokaw, 
pastor of the First Presbyterian Church. 

The funeral party left the church as 
3 had entered, to thé music of Men- 
delssohn’s March, the audience standing 
as the casket was borne out. 

Mrs. Sherman was supyorted on 
either side by her sons as she walked 
slowly down the alsie. Her carriage 
preceded that of President Taft in the 
long line. 

When the Congressional special] to

§:14 o'clock for New York, there 
were subdued cheers for the Presi- 
dent, who bowed his acknowledg-

Attractive Bids for Bresnahan’s 
Services Must Wait on Out- 
come of Legal Case.

“I don't care how many clubs make 
offers to me, or what attractive terms 
they are willfhmg to propose, I will not 
consider them right now.’ That’s what 
Roger Bresnahan, deposed manager of 
the Cardinals, had to say just prior to 
his departure for his home in Toledo, 
O., last night. 

Bresnahan is suffering from a severe 
cold. He would like to linger in St.

He 
says he knows officially of only two 
clubs who have put in bids for his 
services. 

They are Pittsburg and Chicago. Word 
comes that Owner Dreyfuss and Murpliy 
desired to bolster their respective 
forces with the Duke came in a tel2- 
gram from President Thomas J. Lynch 
of the Nationa] League. That the Cl::- 
cinnati and Brooklyn clubs are willing 
to take over Bresnahan is evident from 
reports from these two National League 
cities. 

But Bresnahan is sitting still in 
the boat.

Britton makes him free to do this— 
he might jeopardize his case. He 
believes he has an excellent chance 
of collecting all the salary—$10,000 
a year and 10 per cent of the yearly 
spoils—and will not take a chance of 
losing out on collecting this sum 
through a technicality. 

Pirates Need Roger. 

It would seem that the Pittsburg 
club is the most eager to procure 
Bresnahan’s services. Not Only has 
President Dreyfus of the Pirates of- 
ficially made claim to /the big back- 


stop, but his secretary, Will Locke, 
personally cates: on Rresnahan last 
week. 


: Bresnahan admits that Locke saw 
him. He declined to tell what the 
nature of Locke’s business was, how- 
ever. A Pittsburg yarn that has lit- 
tle foundation came out of Smoke- 
town yesterday, saying that it 
wouldn’t be surprising if Bresnahan 
caught and Frank Chance, deposed 
Cub leader, played first base for the 
Pirates in 1913. 

That Bresnahan will, with George G'b- 
son, do the backstopping for the Pirates 
is a little premature, inasmuch as 
Roger says he hasn't conferred w'ih 
any club owner regarding his 1913 mov:e- 
ments, and doesn’t propose to do so un- 
til he has settled matters with the 
firm of Britton, Jones & Co.

Washington University’s Light Team Wearies of Ram- 
ming Its Heavier Opponents and Is Beaten at End of 
Grueling Contest,Score 33 to 13.

Washington University’s football 
team withered in the waning mo- 
ments of yesterday’s gruelling con- 
flict with the husky warriors of 
Drake and the Des Moines visitors, 


inspired by their foes’ manifest wear- 
iness, cut loose a burst of speed that 
swept Cayou's courageous gang down 
to a 33—13 defeat. 

Starting the final period, the score 
stood 13—12 in favor of Washington. 
Half of Drake’s total had@ been made 
on field goals. Washington’s two 
touchdowns eventuated from forward 
passes across the goal line. 

But in the last atand, the Pikeway 
eleven, outweighed 15 pounds to the 
man, lacked the stamina and rallying 
power to cope with the well-condi- 
tioned visitors and was swept off 
the field by dint of a merciless at- 
tack. Drake gained three touchdowns 
in the final period, its varied. attack 
having the Pikers completely baffled. , 

Cayou’s Ponies Outweighed. 

Considering the advantage which 
Drake had in avoirdupois there is lt- 
tle in the visitors’ victory for them 


to gloat over. Washington ° really 
outplayed and outgamed the big 
Iowans. Cayou’s pony backfield— 


Milford, Morrell and Pothoff—lived 
up to their reputations for speed and 
aggressiveness. They ripped into 
Drake line with the speed of 
shells shot from cannons and they 
stopped | only when more than one 
Drake man impeded their path, 

The most heroic work of the day 
was done by Hardaway, the Wash- 
ington quarterback. He played 
through the last half with a torn 
ligament in his right shoulder and 
was utterly unable to raise his arm 
to the level of his chin. Despite this 
injury, though, Hardaway made the 
best open field tackle of the game in 
the third quarter. Bunz, the speed- 
mad halfback, had broken through 
the Pikeway line and eluded the sec- 
ondary defense and was charging 
down the field with only Hardaway 
between him and a touchdown. Hard 
away ran to meet him. Bunz tried 
a half-hurdle, but failed to fool the 
little field general who brought the 
big halfback down with a thud: Bunz 
took out time and accomplished lit- 
tle after that. 

Forward Passes Ald W. U. 

Both of Washington's touchdowns resulted 
from forward passes across the goal line. 
Pothoff scored the first.Milford tacked on the 
second on a neat pass from Morrell. The 
Drake backs were completely unprepared for 
this mode of attack on both occasions. 

It was a peculiar game to watch, Right 
at the start of hostilities Washington seemed 
utterly unable to check the attack of Drake's 
massive trio of backs. Crull, Bunz and 
Simons, all six-footers and none weighing 
less than 185, ploweg their way through the 
light Pikeway line, with disastrous results. 
Less than seven minutes after play began 
Drake had scored a touchdown, and Wash- 
ington was made to look bad. About 3500 
fans settled back in their seats with a moan. 
They figured the game a lop-sided affair. 

Then Drake kicked to Washington. Mor 
rell rushed through center for a 10-yard 
gain on the first play.

Newspapers Publish Long Dis- 
patches—Wilson Attracts Lib- 
erals, Roosevelt Conservatives. 
LONDON, Nov. 2.—The American 


presidential compaign is the only 
foreign news feature in the British 





press that has survived the rivalry ‘ 


of Turkey’s dramatic cataclysm. 

The London newspapers publish 
long dispatches describing the prog- 
ress of this unique fight. No presi- 
dential election ever has attracted 
anything like the interest of that. 
which ends Tuesday. This is not 
only because of its exciting features 
and the striking personalities of the 
three candidates, but because the 
main issue appeals directly to the 
English political parties. Rightly or 
wrongly, Taft is not regarded as 
being in the race. 

Roosevelt's victory would be ac- 
claimed by the Conservatives here as 
representing the triumph of thelr 
principles. They regard him as the 
champion of trusts and capital, de- 
fender of high protection and ex- 
ponent of jingoism. Wilson, on the 
other hand, attracts the support of 
the Liberals as representing policies 
diametrically opposed to Roosevelt’s, 
and a Wilson victory, they hope, will 


lead to a satisfactory settlement of 
the Panama Canal tolls question and 
be a vindication of the principle of 
international arbitration.

‘Civic League Circular Tells Just 


What Each Proposed Meas- 
ure Means. “ 


INDORSES NOS. 1 AND 7 


Bridge Bond Issue Must Receive 
Two-Thirds of Votes Cast for 
| Candidates. 


Two proposed amendments to the City 
Charter, nine proposed amendments to 
the State Constitution and on municipa) 
pond issue proposal—for the completion 
vf the Free Bridge—will be voted on by 
‘St. Loulsans Tuesday. 

The two charter amendments and the 

bond issue proposition are printed on 
the party ballots, below the names of 
candidates. The constitutional amend- 
ments are on & separate ballet, which 
will be handed to every voter with the 
party ballots. 

The two proposed City Charter amend- 
ments will pass if three-fifths of those 
voting on them vote “Yes.” The bond 
issue proposition will pass only im ease 
it receives a “Yes’’ vote equal to two- 
‘hirds of all the ballots cast for candi- 
dates. Thus, a failure to vote on the 
hend proposition will be practically a 
vote against it, but a failure to vote on 
the amendments will not affect them one 
“ay or the other. 

Any of the State amendments will car- 
ry in case it receives a majority, 
throughout the State, ef votes cast upon 
it. 

The Civic League has issued a 16-page 
tircular telling what the proposed city 
and State amendments are, what organi- 
vations or interests are supporting or 
opposing the various ones, and what 
arguments are being made for and 
against them. 

Indorses Twe Améndments. 

In this circular the league gives its 
official indorsements only to two of the 
State amendments—No.,1, which extends 
the school age limits, ahd No. 7, which 
provides for a State Tax Commission— 
and to thé city amendment No. 2, estab- 
lishing a municipal initiative and refer- 
endum. 

Regarding the other seven State 
amendments and the city amendment, 
No. 1, the league’s cirewlar states that 

‘every argument seems to point to the 
desirability of all except No. 6, the sin- 
gle tax amendment, on which there is a 
gteat difference of opinion."” The circu- 
lar makes no mention of the bridge bond 
issue proposition. 

Charter amendment No. 1, which ts 
printed on the party ballots directly 
below the name of the candidates for 
Coroner, appears there in such abbrev- 
jated form that voters cannot under- 
stand it without special explanation. It 
is a proposal to incréase salaries of 
members of the Coundil and House of 
Delegates from $300 to $i8w a year. This, 
if it passes, will add $61,500 a year to 
the city payroll. The arguments for 
the increasé, as summed up in the 
circular, are that’it will enable men 
of small means to serve in the Assem- 
bly without financial: loss, and will re- 
meve temptation to graft. The argu- 
ments against it are that it will at- 
tract self-sésking politicians, and that 
the methods of nomination will make it 
as difficult as ever for high-class citi- 
zens to get nominations for these 
— 


For City Referendum. 
Charter amendment No. 2 provides 


for establishing the initiative and ref- 
erendum in city affairs, givitiz 15 per 
cent of the voters power, by petition, 
to place an ordinance or charter amend- 
ment before the people at a regular elec- 
tion, and giving 25 per cent of the peo- 
ple the power, by petition, to call a 
special election. 

In the case of an ordinance, the As- 
sembly can obviate the election by pass- 
ing the ordinance without alteration. 
The proposed referendum applies to 
franchise grants and public: utility pri- 
vileges, which, it is provided, must be 
submitted to the péople at a general or 
special election. The arguments for 
and against these proposals are those 


made familiar by general discussion, in 


recent years, of direct legislation. The 
amendment has been approved by the 
local Republican, Democratic and So- 
clalist organizations, by organized la- 
bor, the Civic League and a number of 
civie bodies. There is no organized op- 
position. 

State constitutional amendment No. 1 
provides for lowering the minimum 
school age limit from 6 to 5 years and 
removing the present limit of 20 years. 
The first part of the proposal is to 
widen the scope of kindergarten instruc- 
tion; the second part is to remove the 
present tax on adults in night schoois. 
The amendment is indorsed by the State 
Federation of Labor anu by educational 
and civic organizations generally. “In. 
difference and ignorance afe its only 
opponents,” the circular declares. 

State amendment No, 2 fs to auth. 
orize the voters of St. Louis County 
to increase the limit of indebtedness 
for construction of sewers, construc- 
tion or purchase of waterworks. It 
concerns only the citizens of St, Loulg 
County, and the circular says no 
opposition has manifested itself 
there, 

State amendment No. 8 is to auth- 
orize small cities (1600 to 30,000 pop-

You have got to capture 
that citadel of private interests known 
as the Senate of the United States. 

“The Senate, tainted by the purchase 
of seats to the shame of the people of 
the country, tainted by the point of view 
of its lifelong members, has not in our 
time responded to the impulses of the 
people-of the United States. 

The Governor said his program was 
to make unlawful those methods of uh- 
fair competition through which he said 
monopoly had thrived, and added: 

Courts Trying Dummies. | 

“It is perfectly possible to find out 
the men who are responsible. There 
have been cases tried in the United 
States where everybody who read the 
newspapers knew who the guilty per- 
sons were except the court. The Prose- 
cuting Attorney had never heard of the 
guilty man, had apprehended the wrong 
man and was putting up a certain num- 
ber of rather helpless-looking dummies 
to be tried by the jury. I do not mind 
putting a dummy or two in jail for the 
reason that I'd like to stop traffic in 
dummies. I'd like to make it dangerous 
to be dummies.” 

Some persons, the Governor.remarked, 
believed the offender in a corporation 
could not be found, but the nominee 
suggested that “‘diligent search had nev- 
er been made.” 

Taking up the question of regulating 
competition, he continued: 

“IT have taiked about the regulation of 
competition and men have asked me 
what I mean.

If a great 
monopolistic combination sees to it that 
you can’t get a start by underselling 
you in your local market on such terms “> i: 
that they are thus losing money and . a 7 This 
can do that only because they are mak- I, Beavty 
ing elsewhere, that is a case of unfair b Filed 
competition. You can make that kind 
of competition criminal. A thing that 
is criminal becomes inconvenient. 

Against Private Monopoly. 

“I do not propose that the Government 
fix prices, but I do suggest this is pos- 
sible: This country has to use its raw 
material. Its raw material must be ac- 
cessibie and it is perfectly legitimate for 
the Government to say, ‘You can sell 
your raw. material at any price you 
please, but you have ‘got to sell it to 
everybody at the same prioce.’ 

“That is not interference with the 
rights of property. That is interference 
with the rights of monopoly, and I 
stand absolutely on the sentence in the 
Democratic platform that private mon- 
copoly is indefensible and intolerable. 

“IT pledge myself, if ever I have power, 
to do everything honorable to break up 
privats monopily in the United States.”

Predictions of Leaders on Eve of 
Flection Finds Democrats 
_ Optimistic. 


HILLES SAYS “WE’LL WIN” 


Dixon Sees 25 States for Roose- 
velt, Gives Wilson 12, 
Calls 10 Doubtful. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Activities that 
have reached into all corners of the na- 
tion came to a head here today at the 
national headquarters of the three lead- 
ing political parties. So far as the chair- 
men of the Democratic, Republican and 
Progressive parties are concerned, the 
campaign ended tonight. 

At Democratic headquarters the claim 
vf complete victory in the general elec- 
tions was made without qualification. 
National Chairman William. F. McCombs 
Ceciaged Gov. Wilson not only would 
Carry a great majority of the states, but 
his success in strong Republican states 
would be surprising. Here, briefly, 
statéd, are the views of the respective 
political leaders: 

WILLIAM F. McCOMBS, Democratic 
National Chairman: I am confident 
of a sweeping victory for the Demo- 
cratic ticket. I do not concede a single 
state in the Union to the other partiee. 
We will win and win by _ the 
most impressive figures in the history of 
our party. 

CHARLES D. HILLES, Republican 
National Chairman: Nothing short 
of a political revolution, of which 
there are no indications, could place 
the election of Mr. Taft in jeopardy.

SENATOR JOSEPH M. DIXON, Pre- 
gressive National Chairman: The Na- 
tion will be astounded at the enor- 
mous vote for Roosevelt and John- 
son next Tuesday.

Mulvane at Chicago Sees 315 
Electoral Votes for Taft—Mc- 
Cormick Enthusiastic. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—Managers of Re- 
publican, Democratic and Progressive 
Western headquarters today concluded 
their campaign work with unqualified 
assertions that their tickets would win 
at the polls Tuesday. 

The Republican managers asserted 
President Taft would get 315 electoral 
votes; the Democrats declared Wilson 
would get as many votes as Taft and 
Roosevelt combined in 26 states, and the 
Progressives claimed 24 states for Roose- 
velt as a certainty, with probabilities 
of winning three or four more. 

David W. Mulvane, 
‘aft headquarters in Chicago, said: 
“Mr. Taft will be re-elected President, 
receiving 815 electoral votes. This-will 
he despite tk fact that the Republican 
party has ¥ en bitterly assailed in re- 
vengeful f \hion by a man who pre- 
viously re’ ived itg highest honor. Upon 
@ square/ sue between a united Repuh- 
lican part gy and the Democratic party on 
the ise 4 of protection arainst free 
trade {.e result never would have been 
in deubt.”’ 

Joseph EB. Davies, director of the Dem- 
ocratic campaign in the West, declared: 
“The Democrats will win this elec- 
tion even if we don’t get the support 
of a single Northern state east of the 
Alleghenies. It would not surprise me 
at all if we get the electoral vote. of 
every state in the Union. We are dead 
certain, however, of -26 states. From 
these 2 states I have conducted precinct 
polls and ascertained positively that the 
total Republican precincts carried by 
Wilson or reported to be for Wilson 
equals the combined Republican  pre- 
cincts reported to be for Taft and 
Roosevelt. 

“We will carry Ohio, Illinois, ‘Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Indiana, Iowa, Mis- 
souri, Kansas, North Dakota, . Call- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington, m ad- 
dition to many other states.’ 

Medill McCormick of the Progressive 
Campaign Committee, announced that 
the third party was assured of a plu- 
rality in 4 states. 

“The Roosevelt landslide is on,’ said 
McCormick, “and nothing on earth can 
stop it. Our forecast, really, is entire- 
ly too conservative, but 

claiming anything of which we aré not 
right-down-to-the-ground certain. 

“In addition to Illinois, New York and 
California, we will most surely get 21 
addjtional states with a great probabili- 
ty that this number will be pushed Close 
te the 30 mark.”

COURT DECISION 
ADDS $500,000 T 
“GRAYSON ESTATE 


Judge Kinsey Rules That Trans- 
fer of 5000 Shares of Stock 
Was Not Legal. 


More than $500,000 will be added to the 
estate of the late William Grayson Sr., 
president of the Grayson-McLeod Lum- 
ber Co,, by a decision of Circuit Judge 
Kinsey Saturday, ordering Walter BE. 
Grayson, William Grayson Jr. and Judge 
H. 8S, Priest, executors of the Grayson 
will, to inventory 5000 shares of the stock 
of the Grayson-McLeod Lumber Co. The

stock has a face value of $100 a share. 

Grayson Sr. died April 7, 1910 In 
1907 he had transferred the 3000 shares 
to Walter, William Jr., and Nelson W. 
McLeod, trustee for George H: and 
Ingraham Grayson, but he retained 
jurisdiction over the stock while he 
lived. After his death the stock was 
to continue in trust for the benefit of 
the sons. 

The estate, not including the stock, 
inventoried $242,000. Mrs. Adelaide 
Henry of Seattle, Wash., an adopted 
daughter, who was named a residu- 
ary legatee and would only receive 
a part of the $242,000, brought suit, 
contending that the transfer of the 
Stock was not legal. The proced- 
ing was begun in the Probate Court, 
but Judge Holtcamp held that he did 
not have jurisdiction, and it was 
taken to the Circuit Court. 

Judge Kinsey holds that the trust 
agreement shows that the transfer was 
voluntary, and not for any considera- 
tion. The donor of personal property, 
te says, must divest himself of domin- 
ion over it, without reservation, and 
that act must take effect and operate as 
a transfer of title. Because the donor 
reserved. jurisdiction the transfer was

NOWATA, Ok., Nov. 2.—C. L. Har- 
kins, who is under indictment for killing 
three persons, was married here to Miss 
Mary Rockwood, a girl who took fruit 
and flowers to him while he was in 
jail awaiting trial and fell in love with 
him. | 

Harkins. is accused of killing his 
sweetheart, Elsie Adams, Harvey Hurst 


and Mrs. Harvey Hurst. The Adams 
girl lived with the Hurst family and 
the bodies of the three were burned in a 
fire that destroyed Hurst’s home one 
Sunday night. Traces of poison were 
found and three weeks later Harkins 
was arrested. During the summer Miss 
Rockwood visited him. often in the jail 
and when he was released on a $12,500 
bond, after a jury at his trial had failed 
to agree,- Harkins suggested marriage 
and the girl accepted. 

It is said that the jury stood four for 
conviction and eight for acquittal. Har- 
kins does not think he will be convicted 
and has bought a small hotel here, into 
which he and his bride have moved. 

The Adams girl was in a delicate con- 
Cition when she died and a forced mar- 
riage to Harkins was to have taken 
place within a few days. 

Harkins had considerable property be- 
fore he was arrested, but has spent 
nearly all of it defending himself.

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ASED upon the observations of vet- 
e eran nimrods, this is going to be 
an early and a white winter. The 
duck and geese are hugging the river, 
feeding in the slashes and sloughs along 
its sintous course, wary of man and 
Hard to reach. This, old hunters say, 
is a sure sign of a hurry-up cold spell 
and lots of snow. 

If this be fact, then a little talk on 
the deer proposition won't be amiss. 
There is certain to be plenty of deer in 
the foothills of the Ozarks and all along 
the southeast sunken lands. The high 
water of last spring and summer which 
nundated Arkansas and part of Missouri 
helped replenish the forests of this State 
in deer. Mr. Deer always goes upstream 
in high water. So we have added hosts 
of Arkansas deer to our own. Arkan- 
Sas lost thousands of deer by drowning 
besides the loss by immigration, hence 
that State is not very well off in this 
game. But, to hunting Mr. Nimble-foot. 
Granting there be plenty of snow and 
you have a clear track on one, two or 
a dozen deer through the snow, don’t 
make the mistake of tracing the course 
of the deer. Follow it at a distance and 
make detours. A deer is no fool. He 
travels along apparently without care. 
But you watch him and you’ will observe 
that when he reaches high ground every 
time, without variation, he gazes back 
over his trail. And the hunter who is 
ignorant of this may trudge on and on, 
without flagging but never getting near 
his quarry. 

Tracking Not Difficult. 

Tracking a deer through snow is not 
difficult. Just take his trail and walk 
away from it. You can come in to it 
at wooded spots or where there is some 


‘obstruction between you and the course, 


and thus assure yourself you are fol- 
lowing it -correctly. But always drop 
away off to one side, 50 or even 200 
yards. It is your only chance of get- 
ting close in. For Mr. Deer has re- 
markable eyesight, as well as a keen 
scent and wonderful hearing. 

The open séason %r all game came 
in Friday, and you may now go out, 
if you have the proper license, and 
kill turkey, deer, quail, plover, dove, 
squirrel, duck, geese, brant and snipe. 
The duck bunter is always the least 
prone to shoot anyone. To others 1 
would suggest that you have a care 
of who is afield. Never shoot until you 
know absolutely what you are shoot- 
ing at. Don’t draw your gun toward 
you barrel first. Never. climb a fence 
with gun in hand. Don’t pot anything. 
And never, if you value your own life 
or that of others, hunt with cocked 
gun. 

Fishing continues good. It ought to 
tLe good now until the ice blocks 
things. You may take tackle and go 
anywhere, even to Horse Shoe Lake, 
where the water is low, but the sport 
good.

Ralph W. R. Kobelock. & vears old, 
whose condition of paralysis from the 
waist down caused his exclusion from @ 
public school at Kinloch Park, is to be 


reinstated by order of court. Judge 
Wurdeman of Clayton issued a manda- 
mus yesterday against the Kinloch Park 
School Board and against Principal G.

" * State capitol at Jefferson Vity, have written the 
following description of what they consider the distinctive 
’ features of the edifice, the cost of which they estimate at 
$2,230,127 : 

» “The plans of the capitol buildings, the highest type of 
buildings in our civilization today, have. heretofore with- 
-@ut exception been faulty in one respect, namely, the 
" @ntrance and approach to the main floor, which have never 
: 1 en as noble as the chambers to which they lead. In our de- 
sign the feature of the great vestibule and staircase, leading 
‘directly to a stately dome, opens the heart of the building to 
direct communication with the House and Senate chambers 
' and their dependencies.. One can see from the ground-floor 
, leyel a vista through thig great approach to thé upper part 
of the dome, a thing never before accomplished. 
~ +} # Access to all floors is obtained by stairways and eight 
elevators. The circulation on all floors is entirely unincum- 

ered. We have placed the exhibition galleries and his- 
torical museums, rtinning through the first and second 
floor “in the central portions of the building, with ample 
galléries giving still further exhibition space. By this 
wear we have imposing halls of ample height and utilize the 
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space unavailable for offices. The ring of offices around the 
exterior of the building is 26 feet deep and perfectly lighted, 
practically the one entire side of each office being glass. 

‘“‘The ramps and driveways are so planned as to give 
easy access by vehicle to both the building and the terrace 
commanding the view, and allow the formation of an at- 
tractive and beautiful garden on the river front. The cover- 
ing of the railroad tracks of the Missouri Pacifie and the 
architectural work on the river front are designed to: be 
executed in concrete. 

‘‘The exterior of the building is treated in classic style. 
The disposition of the vestibule an] entrance stairs make 
possible a portico of great columns, which would be entirely 
unarchitectural if they opened into a low vestibule with a 
second or even a third floor above it. In other words, the 
portico gives a scale to the building corresponding with the 
scale of the dome, and by careful study in the use of orders, 
we have kept the scale throughout the entire building. 

‘* According to our plot plan, full advantage is taken of 
the existing terraces surrounding the old capitol. We have 
treated this feature in a formal manner, although the ter- 
races are chiefly of grass and the wooded slopes are left in 
practically their natural level. Our constant endeavor was to 
arrange the building with the greatest regard to the natural 
conditions, following the grades as closely as possible.” 
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»}HEN Dr. Herman (Prinz, 
who is in charge of the 
research laboratory 
work in the dental de- 
partment of Washington 
University, appeared be- 
fore the St. Louls Medi-

ago and showed parts of

a Germen  pMolextiet, local physidians realized that 

a new and highly important adjunct to the study 
of anatomy has been given to the worid. 

The speciments of organic bodies reduced to 
transparency which-+were shown by Dr. Prinz re- 
lated chiefly to the study of dentistry. In a 
giass jar, submerged in a weak solution of hydro- 
chjoric acid, Dr. Prinz exhibited the lower jaw- 
bone of @ young negro whose entire head is in 
the laboratory for experimental purposes. 

“The jawbone, with its full set of perfect teeth, 
was being prepared for. transparency for use in 
the dental classes to demonstrate the relation cf 
the teeth to the bone and the general anatomi- 
cal strueture. It was in the first stage of thé 
process leading to transparency. The acid solu- 
tion decaleifies the specimen, eating away the 
tooth enamel] and the lime from the bone, but 
leaving the interior structural arrangement as 
it was in life. 


Before this specimen becomes tranepafent it 


will pass through an alcohol bath to remove all 
water. Then it will be treated with hydrocarbon 
liquids such as benzine or gasoline, and finally 
with a eombination of artificial wintergreen oil, 
which has @ low index of refraction, and an oil 
known @s isosefrol, with a High index of refrac- 
tion, It is these oils which give the organic 
body its transparency after the necessary pre- 
liminary treatment. 

Dr. Prinz also exhibited parts of jawbones, 
with teeth, which he had passed through the proc” 
ess and made highly transparent. The configur- 
ation of blood vessels and nerves was plainiy 
visible. Diseased teeth and bone tissues were 
indicated. All abnormalities were visible to the 
naked eye. The physicians expressed deep inter- 
est In the new discovery, of which but few of 
them had heard prior to the demonstration by Dr. 
Prins, who is the St. Louis pioneer in this branch 
of biological study.

It would have been possible for Dr. Prinz to 
prepare for exhibition to the doctors an entire 
human body in a state of transparency—an ex- 
hibit whose enormous value in surgcry and anat- 
omy would have been obvious to all the medical 
men, As a matter of fact, such specimens have 
been prepared by an educational sr-ply house in 
thig country and are offered for sale for peda- 
gogical purposes. 

This house sends out a price list that startles 
the layman. Entire human bodies, embryos, are 
quoted at $35 to $90. The specimen is injected 
with a blue liquid for the veins and a red liquid 
for the arteries, so that every blood vessel in 
the body is shown plainly. 

Parts of human bodies are prepared to order, 
or “kept in stock” and listed at the prevailing 
market prices, just as corn or oats, pork or beef. 
For instance, at $14 one may buy the upper part 
of the femur of an adult, while the lower part 
of the same bone costs only $11. 

Spines and ribs are now quoted at $16.50. The 
brain of an adult, injected, is sold at $27.50, while 
the skin of an adult, injected, brings $25. Any 
other organ of the human body, made transpar- 
ent by this process, endl be ordered from the 
price list. 

Heretofore anatomy has been taught to medi- 
cal students chiefly through dissection, or by 
méans of colored diagrams showing interior 
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structures as drawn by anatomical draftsmen. 
The immense advantage of tue transparent body 
over the drawing is obvious to all. 

By the new process the actual human body, 
in entirety or in amy desired part, is placed be- 
fore the student, who can see the skeleton as it 
lies in its ermbodiment of flesh, the heart, the 
lungs, the liver, the kidneys, the intestines and 
all other organs being ‘literally visible *o the 
naked eye. 

By the venous and arterial injecti-ns of colored 
fluids all veins and arteries and nerve tracts are 
indicated with a positive exactness manifestly 
impossible in a mere drawing. The numan ani- 
mal, in short, is laid open to the student in its 
every interior part, so that his eye may explore 
its mysterious regions and observe all chambeis 
and passages and delicate intricacies with un- 
erring precision. 

Dr. William: Harvey, English anatomist, dis- 
covered in the year 1616 the circulation of the 
blood. Dr. W. Spalteholz, German biologist, has 
discovered in the year 1912 the means of madaing 
organic bodies transparent, so that the entire cir- 
culatory system is made visible to the eyes of 
the student. This is but one of the important 
features of the Spalteholz process, which is the 
one thiiowed by Dr. Prinz of Washington Uni- 
versity in preparing specimens for use in dental 
class demonstrations.

Dr. George Gellhorn of St. Louis, who returned 
recently from a trip to Burope, saw in Berlin 
a large collection of specimens prepared under 
the Spalteholz method.

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Burial Vaults in a Skyscraper 


EARKENING back to the custom of the 
H ancient Egyptians, the inventors of a 
“skyscraper” form of mausoleum, desicns 
have been perfected for a 10-story, fireproof edi- 
fice, in the firm belief that the entombment meth- 
od of burial is one of the sanitary requirements of 
the present era and soon will be in common de- 
mand if provided at a cost that shall not be pro- 
hibitive to all but the wealthy. 

Announcement of this modern adaptation meth- 
od of buria)] to the skyscraper form of construc- 
tion follows .ae recent organization of the United 
States Mausoleum Corporation .n New York. 

Up to the present time no site for the proposed 
mausdleums has been selected, but several in the 
suburbs of New York City are under consideration. 
Also, three prominent fraternal societies are said 
to be negotiating for the purchase of mauso- 
leums to contain respectively 032, 175 and 250 
vaults, each vault*to contain eight crypts, and to 
be in size 17 feet in depth, 7.6 feet in width and 
12.6 feet in height. 

It is proposed to build the mausoleum al- 
ready designed ten stories in height, on a plot of 
ground containing the equivalent of 32 city lots, 
the height of the edifice to be 145 feet. the whole 
tn be steel skeleton construction and fireproof. It 
is estimated that the net cost of the 532 vault 
structure will be approximately $1,000,000, ex- 
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clusive of the cost of the land, 

The mausoleums, of whatever dimensions. are 
not to be erected until contracted for, an¢@ are 
to be disposed of in advance of their construction. 
at the rate of $2,250 for each vault of eight crypts. 

The ground floor is designed to contain a re- 
ception room, a non-sectarian chapel seperate re- 
tiring rooms for men and women and elevators 
with a carrying capacity of 60  ersons. 

The vaults are to be lighted from an urusvally 
large central] court through a beaced gluss win- 
dow in each, the court to supply the light for a 
large glass dome over the entire central portion 
of the ground floor. 

Speaking of his inception of this modern form 
of burial and of its advantages over the earth 
burial, one of the promoters said 

“In recent years there has developed a decided 
sentiment against earth burial—a sentiment u’ded 
by a better understanding of the more humane, 
civilized and sanitary requirements of our time. 
The thinking part of the public ts against the ex- 
isting system and strongly in favor of the metbod 
of tomb and mausoleum preservation.”

I quote from G. Vuiliier’s “History of Dane 
ing:” “Through a large request from the court 
to the cabaret in every capital of Burope, there 
was & prudish opposition to the introduction of 
the waltz and its naturalization in England. 
However, as described in reference to Almack’s, 
the “mazy waltz” was imported there under the 
highest auspices; it was reserved for an im- 
perial guest to convince select society that the 
waltz was fit for decent company, its. opponents 
persisting in assertions to the contrary. The 
bolder spirits at Almack’s followed in the steps 
of the magnificent autocrat, of all the Russias, 
the ‘wives of the foreign ambassadors at the 
Court of 8t. James being the most accomplished 

of its then exponents. Tha Countess de Lieven 
and the Princess Esterhazy were recognized as 
the foremost waltzers of the day; and, true to 
the traditions of foreign policy, Lord Palmerston 
was no less. expert. 

“There was a running fire kept up by satirists 
and aggressive moralists against the insidious 
waltz,” and the suggestive caricatures launched 
against “this tmp of Germany brought up mm 
France,” as its detractors averred, pictured the 
sentiments of the ultra-purist section of the com- 
munity, who hag persuaded themselves that the 
Introduction of the waltz into Bngland was & 
conclusive step on the national downward path. 
In spite of detraction, the walts has surely be 
come the dance par excellence.” 

Such for the waltz, to which all dancing teach- 
erg now unite in giving the highest praise. It 


‘only goes to show that the introduction of any- 


thing new is bound to meet with the most cen- 
eure. It seems te me that no fair-minded person 
should condemn a thing without examination.

Whereas a few years ago noth- 
ing was danced but the waltz and two-step, now 
there are countless new dances; and they are 
not confined to the classes for artistic and fancy 
dancing, but have made their way on the ball- 
room floor, and it is no unusual thing to find 
many grown men and women. going to dancing 
schools to learn the new steps; as most of them 
are too difficult to pick up. 


When I was in New York the past summer, | 
found many, many new dances, but I[/will limit 
myself to the description of a few which | think 
will have great popularity in St. Louls this 
winter. 

Incidentally 1 will say that many of these 
dances. werp arranged by Maurice, to whom we 
owe Im great part the popularity of the semi- 
fancy dances in the ballroom. To Maurice is 
also due the fact that people are really beginning 
to walts again. For many, many years they did 
nothing but two-step, In walts time, of course, 
Maurice uses the Boston to some extent, but the

There is one walts which he calls the Valse 
Patine, and which was danted in the Hast this 
summer as the aeroplane waltz, which is very 
graceful. The basis of the dance is four running 
steps forward and backward, ending with a kick. 
The movement is taken ft all directions, with 
many fancy turms eha variations. When ex 
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ecuted correctly it is singularly suggestive ‘of 
the flight of an airship. 

The Gaby Glide is another dance.for which I 
predict popularity thig season. This dance is 
executed in a rather unusual position. The 
gentleman’s right arm is at the lady’s waist, 
grasping her right hand. The left arms of both 
are extended, the right feet extended to the rear, 
with the knee slightly flexed. The movement 
is to the left. Technically the step is glisse, 
saute, chassi—or, in plain English. slide, leap, 
anda little step that is someining like the two 
step. This is done four times down the room. 
Then in the same position eight Boston steps to 
the left, turning. For the first four the gentle 
man has his right arm around the lady’s waist. 
For the next two, without stopping the turn, he 
shifts her to his left arm, then back to the right. 
This last movement is difficult to execute with- 
out losing the swing of the Boston step. 

The “Texas Tommy” may and may not be 
the vogue. It is a jolly, rollicking dance, with 
a great many fancy sters in it, hardly dignified 
enough for the ballroom, but very good fun to do. 

The Columbian polka is one of the dances of 
Louis H. Chalif, from whose school I was grad- 
uated this year.

Whites and blacks work side by side, for this 
is the deMocracy of prosperity and there is no 
time for thought of thé “negro question”—that 
can be settled after the bolls are empty and the 
stalks are dead. Of course they are not quar- 
tered together and they do not eat tozether, but 
they work together, which is the main thing the 
planters want them to do.

‘roof. Faced -with“enamel brick, this court will 
admit daylight to all interior office rooms. 


Manager Ricketts. says that a structure such as 
the Seeurity building at Fourth and Locust streets 
could be let down inside this court without touch- 
ing the sides. This gives some idea as to the 
large amount of floor space sacrificed ‘or the sake 
‘of light and ventilation. 


The Railway Exchange will have 18 high-speed 
electric elevatoPs for tne office part of the buiuing 
and 20.for the department store, which also will 
be equipped with four escalators. It is estimated 
tat the elevators will travel an average of 800 
miles a day in the course of ordinary business. 


There will be no smokestacks on the skyscraper. 
The power plant for steam-heating will be located 
ju a separate building 10 stories high, now under 
construction on St. Charles street, leaving the 
basements clear of machinery except for a few 
pumps. This power building will serve also as 
the shipping: and receiving point for the depart- 
ment store, so that the streets around the Barr 
block—as the. Railway Exchangé probably will 
be ‘Known popularly—never will be cluttered 
with wazons waiting to receive or deliver goods. 


From the St. Charles street building a tun- 
nel 20 feet wide will run under Locust street 
to the Railway Exchange. Heat will be con- 
veyed in pipes, and there will be tram-cars 
for carrying large deliveries of goods to and 
from the department store and a running belt 
pnerint for smaller packages.

On the other penthouse floor will be located 
rest room®’and dressing rooms for the small 
army of employes, numbering about 200, required 
to keep the building clean, run the elevators 
and attend to other duties in the administration 
of this little mid-city republic of industry.

Many of the 
employes in the factories where they are made 
are afflicted with a horrible disease called “Phos- 
sey Jaw,” due to inhaling the phospho.ous fumes. 
And the presence of such matches in the kitchen, 
where they are necessarily in close proximity to 
food, is now believed to be responsible for man) 
cases of so-called ptomaine poisoning. 


Nearly everybody is using the poisonous kind 
through ignorance of the danger.
